West of River Meuse Near

TURKS CHECK ADVANCE 


Of British Troops Along the 


Tigris In Mesopotamia 
Where English Were 
Forced Back —Cabinet 
Crisis Over Recruiting 
Problem Continues to Be 
Acute—Doiran Air Raid 


After their attack 
of

with heavy forces 
on

lines between Douaumont and 
the 


Meuse, north of Verdun, which net- 
ted the Germans some ground near 
the Chauffeur wood, they have aban- 
doned activity in this sector for the 
time being. 


Even the artillery fire east of the 


Meuse has not been unusually heavy, 
according to Paris, but west of the 
liver the first line trenches of the 
French from Dead Man's Hill to Cu- 
mieres have been given particular 
attention by the German guns 


The recent advance of the British 


along the Tigris below Kut-El-Amara 
in Mesopotamia has been checked by 
the Turks who, according to London's 
admission, have forced back the Brit- 
ish lines on, the south banks of the 
Tigris in places by from 500 to 800 
yards. 
A successful bombardment 


of the headquarters of the Bulgarian 
staff at Doiran by a squadron of 22 
French aeroplanes is announced in a 
Saloniki dispatch. 


The British cabinet crisis over the 


recruiting problem is still acute. An 
apparent indication that the cabinet 
members had been unable to agree 
on the conscription was furnished 
by an announcement that Premier 
Asquith would not make his expect- 
ed announcement in the house of 
commons today on the subject. 


VERDUN ATTACK 


RENEWED AFTER 


SIX-DAY REST.

Paris, April 17, 5:21 p. m.—After 


six days rest while effectives were 
made up and stocks of ammunition 
replenished, the Germans have again 
begun concentrated attacks upon dif- 
ferent points of the French defenses 
at Verdun. 
The first point selected 


was the one-mile' section 
between 


the Meusfe and Douaumont, which 
forms a salient and seriously impedes 
the enemy. • It includes the famous 
Pepper Hill. 


Approaches to this position 
are 


further enfiladed by the French bat- 
teries on the west bank of the Meuse 
and it was "with the view to facilitat- 
ing operations against 
the 
salient 


that the Germans made their recent 
offensive against Cumieres and Dead 
Man's Hill. 
That 
having 
failed, 


they now are trying the effect of di- 
rest wearing tactics, employing dense 
masses of infantry in small spaces, 
hut so far wfth little success. 
The 


net result of their efforts has been 
the gain of a small salient west of 
Douaumont 
which,

Von Igel is the 
fifth man indicted yesterday

von Papen, charged with conspiracy 
to blow up the Welland canal.

That 
newly-blown glass 
is so 


fragile as to be altogether unfit for 
use? 
The process of removing this 


brittleness is known as annealing, 
and consists generally in heating the 
vessels up to a red or white heat in 
a close oven and allowing them to 
cool gradually over a space of sev- 
eral hours or even days. 
The thick- 


er the glass the more careful must 
be the annealing and the longer the 
process. 
The large sheets of plate 


glass require to be very carefully an- 
nealed before being ground and pol- 
ished, sometimes requiring a fort- 
night to complete the annealing.
